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PHILIP SHARPE, 
BALLISTICIAN, 
DIES SUDDENLY 


Philip Burdette Sharpe, 57. in­ 
ternationally known ballistics ex­ 
pert and author, died at 3:30 
o'clock Tuesday afternoon at the 
Warner Hospital where he had 
been admitted at noon after suf­ 
fering a severe heart attack 
Mr. Sharpe lived along the Low­ 
er Tract Rd. in Liberty Twp., 
near Emmitsburg. He had suf­ 
fered an earlier heart attack in 
1957. 
He was a veteran of World War 
ll, having served as a captain 
in Army Ordnance, and since the 
war he had lived near Emmits­ 
burg where he imported custom- 
made rifles from Denmark, did 
ballistics testing work and wrote 
technical works and fiction. 
ACTIVE IN COMM UNITY 
Before his initial heart attack 
he had been active in commu­ 
nity affairs. He was a past com­ 
mander of the Veterans of For­ 
eign Wars at Emmitsburg and 
a member of the Francis X. Eld­ 
er American Legion past there 
and of the Emmitsburg Lions 
Club. 
He was also vice president of 
the Outdoor Writers' Association. 
Until recently he was a staff writ­ 
er for the National Rifle .Asso­ 
ciation in which he held a life 
membership. He was also a mem­ 
ber of the Campfire Club of 
America. Most of his writing had 
been on ballistics and other tech­ 
nical subjects, but he also had 
done some fiction writing. 
He conducted a business as an 
importer of rifles from Denmark, 
guns that had been designed to 
his specifications for cartridges 
developed by his own firm of 
Sharpe and Hart.

Mr. Sharpe was born in Port­ 
land. Maine, and was a son of 
the late Elias and Jennie ’Clark)

Juvenile Delinquency Takes 
Big Jump In County In I960; 


"Not Serious" Says Anderson 


Juvenile 
delinquency 
took 
a 
startling statistical jump in Ad- 
aams County during the las! year, 
but Probation Officer D. M An­ 
derson, in his annual report re­ 
leased today, said that “the sit­ 
uation is not serious, many of 
the cases were of a minor na­ 
ture.’’ 
During the year the Adams 
County court held 123 hearings at 
which 173 juveniles appeared, ac­ 
cording to the report. The num­ 
ber of juveniles appearing for 
delinquency during 1960 was 104 
compared to 43 during 1959. The 
number of boys before the court 
was 92 in 1960 compared to 33 in

the prior year while the number 
of girls increased from IO in 
1959 to 12 in 1960. 
The number placed in institu­ 
tions increased by four. In 1959 
out of the 33 boys to appear be­ 
fore the court, four went to in­ 
stitutions. Of the IO girls, two 
were committed. In 1960 of the 
92 boys, seven were placed in in­ 
stitutions and of the 12 girls 
three went to institutions. 
FEW ER "R E P E A T E R S " 
During 1960, 49 of the boys and 
seven of the girls were placed 
on probation. That compares to 
12 boys and six girls placed on 
probation during 1959. 
During each year 46 were re­ 
leased from probation. As of De­ 
cember 31 there were 49 youths 
on probation. 
The number of “repeaters” de­ 
clined during I960. Where 16 of 
those appearing before the court 
in 1959 were up for a second or 
third time, 
12 “repeaters” ap­ 
peared before Judge W. C. Sheely 
in juvenile court during 1960.

It was noted that the $11,866 in 
fines and casts secured during 
the year does not represent the 
total amount in fines and costs 
paid. The probation officer col­ 
lects the amount only when it is 
put on a time payment plan. 
Otherwise the fines and costs are 
collected directly by the clerk of 
courts. The probation officer turns 
the fines and costs over to the 
clerk of courts when the entire 
amount has been collected. Dur­ 
ing 1960. he paid $8,154.15 to the 
clerk, representing completed pay­ 
ments of fines and costs.

Dur­ 
ing the last year those youths di­ 
rected to “save,” put $1,240.73 in 
their bank accounts through the 
jrobation office. 


GIVE WARNING 
ON BIG ICICLES 


Gettysburg borough police to­ 
day asked home owers to re­ 
move “hugh icicles” dangling fr 
the roofs of their homes “before 
someone is injured.” 
Police said pillars of ice ‘‘up 
to three feet in length and weigh­ 
ing many pounds” have been ob­ 
served on homes throughout much 
of the town. At some places, be­ 
cause roofs extend over the side­ 
walk. the dangerous chunks of Ice 
are in position to “pierce pedes­ 
trians on the sidewalks if the ice 
should fall as someone is passing 
underneath.” 
Police expressed sympathy for 
those residents who have dug 
away the snow in front of their 
homes in order to have a place 
to park their own cars, but said 
they must remind the householders 
that they cannot legally place

Hijacked Liner Will Not 
Be Surrendered, Declares 
Leader In Message To CBS 


NEW YORK (AP)—The leader 
of 
Portuguese 
dissidents 
who 
seized the cruise liner Santa Ma­ 
ria 
radioed 
to 
the 
Columbia 
Broadcasting System today that 
the vessel would not be surren­ 
dered to either Portuguese or for­ 
eign ships. 
“If we are followed by Portu­ 
guese or foreign ships we will not 
surrender, nor will we stop,” said 
the message from Hennque Gal­ 
va©. 
“We place responsibility of at­ 
tackers, whoever attacks, against 
the ship.” 
The latter assertion evidently 
meant that anyone seeking to in­ 
terfere with the vessel would be 
held responsible for the deed. 
Several American and British 
craft 
are 
pursuing the 
Santa 
Maria. 
A U.S. Navy spokeeman in Pu­ 
erto Rico said American craft had 
orders to stop and search the liner 
only if they apprehend her on the 
high 


A Portuguese vessel has put to 
sea from Lisbon in an effort to 
intercept the Santa Maria, and 
parts of the 
Portuguese navy 
have been ordered on a standby 
basis. 
In his message to CBS, Galvao 
also 
said 
passengers 
shortly 
would be put ashore at a neutral 
port. 
MAY LEAVE SHIP 
The message seemed to indi­ 
cate, also, that thase who seized 
the vessel also might disembark, 
but this was not clear. This was 
the way CBS translated the Por­ 
tuguese wording of the radio­ 
gram: 
“American passengers, as well 
as all the others, understand per­ 
fectly the legitimacy of our strug 
gle for liberty by the most en­ 
thusiastic forces at my command. 
“We will shortly find a neutral 
port where we will disembark 
with safety for them, for us and 
for our ship.”

TO FILE RETURNS 


Farm operators are reminded 
that the January SI deadline for 
reporting their “covered” agri­ 
cultural workers is near at hand. 
According to Paul Dunham, man­ 
ager of the Chambersburg district 
office 
of 
the 
Social 
Security 
Administration, they have until 
this date to file tax returns for 
their employes, who in I960 met 
the agricultural work test. 
To be 
“covered” 
a worker 
must bt in at least one of the 
following categories: 
1. Cash wages paid to him by 
the farm operator must have 
amounted to $150 or more during 
i960. The wages do not indude 
such items as room and board, 
clothing and other payments in 
kind. 
2. He must have worked in at 
least 20 different days during the 
year, for cash wages figured on 
a time basis. 
If a farm worker was a member 
of a crew, the crew leader is 
usually responsible for reporting 
him at this time. However, in 
many cases the farm operator is 
the parson responsible, if such is 
the agreement between him and 
the crew leader, 
Dunham further staled that for 
I960 the social security tax is 
8% with 3% deducted from the 
employe's wages and 3% to be 
paid by Ae employer. Hus tax 
is figured on earnings up to 
$4,800 a year.

THIS EVENING

WASHINGTON (AP* - Presi­ 
dent Kennedy tonight holds his 
first news conference since taking 
office. It will be a precedent-set­ 
ting session on live television and 
radio. 
The U.S. Information Agency 
will provide special 
worldwide 
coverage, broadcasting recordings 
of the conference to reach peak 
listening hours overseas. 
The new President’s question 
and answer meeting with news­ 
men will be carried nationwide 
on all major U.S. networks start­ 
ing at 6 p.m. EST. 
WIDE COVERAGE 
How long the conference lasts 
will be determined, the White 
House has said. in the traditional 
manner—by the senior wire serv­ 
ice reporter when he decides its 
time to end the session. 
Kennedy’s press secretary, Pi­ 
erre Salinger, said the networks

ASK CUT ON 


MILK PRICE 


HARRISBURG (AP)—The State 
Milk Contrpl Commission has been 
asked to low’er the minimum price 
paid by Lancaster milk dealers 
for milk they bottle for sale out­ 
side the state. 
The Milk Dealers Association of 
Lancaster, represented by A. J. 
Nixon, Manheim Twp., told the 
commissioners at a hearing Tues­ 
day that the dealers cannot com­ 
pete with out-of-state dealers at 
the current Pennsylvania price. 
Nixon is director of milk pro­ 
curement for Penn Dairies, Inc., 
Lancaster. 
The present price for area deal­ 
ers, as controlled by a 1956 com­ 
mission order, fluctuates from 
season to season between $6 65 per 
hundredweight (46M» quarts) for 
class one (drinking type) milk 
bought from a farmer, to about 
$5.85 per hundredweight. 
Prices in some parts of Mary­ 
land and Delaware, where these 
dealer sell some of their milk, are 
subject to lower federal mini­ 
mums or are not regulated at all. 
The dealers contend that they can­ 
not compete on the interstate mar­ 
ket because their initial costs are 
higher than their competitors. 
Also. Nixon said, York County 
dealers last year were granted a 
minimum reduction similar to the 
one the Lancaster dealers are ask­ 
ing, and some of the York dealers 
are competitors to the Lancaster 
dealers in the interstate market.

•0 IN LAREDO 
Tuesday at Laredo, Tex., Ae 
mercury climbed to SO. 
The frigid weather in the north, 
with temperatures far below zero, 
extended from the Plains to the 
Atlantic Coast. Readings ranged 
fc-orr zero to more than 20 below 
in Midwest areas and from zero 
to IO below from the eastern upper 
Great Lakes to New England. 
Cold wave warnings were rn 
effect o\er most areas from the 
southern half of the Plains into 
Virginia and the Carolinas. Near- 
aero weather edged into Kentucky 
and northern Virginia. The freez­ 
ing belt covered areas southward 
toto the central Gulf. Southern 
Florida escaped the chilly weatb- 


northern Fonda. As the cold air 
moved in, the rain changed to 
freezing rain or sleet rn the cen­ 
tral arri northern parts of the 
Gulf states. Glazing made driving 
conditions hazardous. 
Snow* fell in western Texas and 
central and southern New Mexico. 
A fast-moving snowstorm, pow­ 
ered by 60 m.p.h. winds, pounded 
Texas reaching blizzard propor­ 
tions in the Plainview area. 
A belt of freezing ram or sleet 
w as forecast from central sect ions 
of Texas into Louisiana, southern 
Arkansas, southern and central 
parts of Mississippi, Alabama and 
Georgia.

The peak of quality in frozen 
foods is at the time (rf freezing. 
This is when their natural colors, 
flavors and nutritive value are at 
the highest point. Freezing merely 
maintains quality, it cannot im­ 
prove it. Loss of quality, whether 
in commercial handling or at 
home, is chiefly caused by hold­ 
ing them at temperatures which 
are too high. Damage once done 
cannot be corrected by lowering 
the temperature. 
“Cold enough” generally means 
zero degrees Fahrenheit or low­ 
er, especially if the foods are 
stored for more than a few days. 
Temperatures above zero, even 
when they are below 32 degrees, 
will not keep foods al their best 
for very long. 
T EM PERATU RE 
DAMAGE 
Signs of temperature damage 
vary with different frozen foods. 
Peach slices turn browii, straw­ 
berries develop off flavors, rasp­ 
berries lase color and and cherries 


darken while the skin becomes 
tough. Frozen 
vegetables show 
damage by color change, then loss 
of flavor. Green snap beans can 
lose their bright green color and 
turn gray green in three days at 
30 degrees Damage to frozen poul­ 
try will show up as a loss of mois­ 
ture, rancidity and darkening. The 
rate of deterioration doubles with 
each IO degree rise above zero. 
The best of care given in prep­ 
aration, processing and handling 
of frozen foods is given in vain 
if you fail to give them proper 
care. The type of refrigeration 
in the home determines how long 
frozen food should be kept. 
USE WITHIN W EEK 
The ice cube compartment in 
mast refrigerators ranges from 
IO to 25 degrees. Frozen foods 
stored in this compartment should 
be used within a week. 
Across-the-top 
freezing 
com­ 
partments which are separately 
enclosed spaces within the main 
refrigerator, usually range in tem­ 


perature from 0 to 15 degrees. 
Frozen foods may be kept in such 
a unit much longer, or foe a per­ 
iod of about three months. 
The combination freezer and re­ 
frigerator with its completely sep­ 
arated 
compartment, 
separate 


door, and separate control can 
supply zero storage just as any 
freezer. Bear in mind that frozen 
foods do require care and that 
zero or below is the recommended 
storage temperature to maintain 
quality.

Greeted JFK's Free Food Plan 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
President Kennedy’s order to in­ 
crease free food handouts in de­ 
pressed areas has drawn mixed 
reactions 
in 
hard-hit spots 
in 
Pennsylvania. 
In general, officials in charge 
of county food programs w e r e 
happy with the idea and said Mon­ 
day it is a good thing. 
Spokesmen for retail food stores 
were divided. 
In Johnstown, a zone manager 
for a supermarket chain which 
serves a number of counties, said 
his chain already has felt t h e 
effect of free food and added in­ 
creased handouts would make the 
situation worse, 
MANY AFFECTED 


Some 14,WX) persons in Cambria 
County are receiving tree food at 
present. In the same area, Som­ 
erset County has 10,000 on t h e 
roles, Indiana County 5,500 and 
Bedford County 6,000. 
In the depr< >>ed Fayette County 
coal region where 19,OOO are now 
receiving free food, spokesmen 
for three supermarkets favor an 
increase in handouts. 
They reasoned this way: T h e 


unemployed have no paychecks— 
they can’t pay — so the govern­ 
ment may as well give away what 
is needed. 
Almost all of the county food 
officials surveyed said they favor 
the increase, but added greater 
variety in food Is needed more 
than an increase of the same 
products. 


TIRED OF SAME FOOD 
A few years ago, 4,000 persons 
were receiving free food in Fay­ 
ette County. J. B. Smiley, county 
food administrator, said one of the 
reasons for the decrease is that 
people are getting tired of the 
same food. 
He said the program would be 
more attractive if meat and butter 
were added to the handout list, 
which now includes flour, corn­ 
meal, powdered milk, powdered 
eggs, rice and cooking fat. 
Clifford Saylor, food adminis­ 
trator in Somerset County, de­ 
clined to make a general state­ 
ment, 
but said 
he hopes 
the 
“menu” could be more attrac­ 
tive. 
Kennedy’s order also drew ap­ 
plause from officials in other de­ 
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pressed areas. But a number of 
them also pointed out that variety 
is an important factor along with 
quantity. 
“We'll welcome anything we can 
get. We need it,” said Mayor 
Charles R. Cote of Saco, Maine, 
Monday. 
Another typical comment came 
from Paul Mattern, food coordina­ 
tor in Cambria County: “There’s 
only so much rice and powdered 
milk a family can use.” 


HAVE ENOUGH 
Mattern, while welcoming the in­ 
tent of the move, said some peo­ 
ple now are turning down the al­ 
lotment because they have enough 
of the food offered—wheat flour, 
corn m eal,,dry milk, rice, butter 
and lard. 
The list is short in high-protein 
foods. 
Secretary of Agriculture Orville 
L. Freeman said Monday, how­ 
ever, that the government will buy 
some foods not now on its surplus 
lust. He would not say what new 
foods might be bought, but he con­ 
ferred with department officials, 
and there wa* speculation that 
some low priced meats might be 
included. 
OTHER REACTION 
About 3.400,000 needy persons in 
about a third of the nation’s coun­ 
ties are now receiving surplus 
foods. 
Some of the reactions to the Ken­ 


nedy announcement: 
In upstate New York, Platts­ 
burg 
Mayor 
John 
F. 
Tyrell 
praised 
the 
move, 
saying 
“ It 
should have been made sooner.” 
In Schenectady, N. Y., Mayor 
Malcolm E. Ellis said Kennedy’s 
interest in economically depressed 
areas 
is 
enlightening 
and 
en­ 
couraging. 
In Michigan, welfare officials 
declined to speculate at present 
on the effect of Kennedy’s order. 
The state has been one of the 
hardest hit by the increase in un­ 
employment in the last year, and 
265,498 persons were certified to 
get surplus commodities as of last 
month. 
In West Virginia, one of the 
hardest-hit states in the country, 
the State Department of Public 
.Assistance withheld comment tem­ 
porarily. 
But 
a 
department 
spokesman said a step-up in the 
program would require emergen­ 
cy funds from the governor to get 
more warehouse space, trucks and 
employes to handle the increased 
load.

A. No. The recent change in tile 
law gives mothers and fathers 
working for sons and daughters 
in a trade or business social se­ 
curity credit for their work. Do­ 
mestic work done by a parent for 
a son or daughter is still not 
covered by social security.

they disembarked June 17, 1863, 
and took up a position in forti­ 
fications covering approaches to 
the area. 


Their mission was to watch for 
the approach of General Joseph 
E. Johnston's Confederate Army 
of Relief. But on June 29, Union 
officers saw Johnston transfer his 
field of operations to another area 
and the Pennsylvania units were 
moved to the Flower Hill Church 
area, where they remained until 
Vicksburg surrendered on July 4 
after a long siege. 


Following the tall of Vicksburg 
the IX Corps crossed the Big 
Black River. Along with other 
units of Major General William 
T.

Force, the Pennsylvanians cap­ 
tured Jackson on July 17. Follow­ 
ing the occupation of Jackson, the 
Pennsylvania units returned to the 
Snyder’s Bluff area.

POOR BUSINESS 
Much of the blame for rising 
unemployment is put on poor busi­ 
ness in auto, appliance, machin­ 
ery and other m anufacturing and 
metal industries. 
But there are other causes. 
The usual seasonal ones, for ex­ 
ample — weather hampers con­ 
struction and other outdoor work 
A hand-to-mouth inventory' pol­ 
icy—that is, not ordering anything 
until the factory or store has used 
up stocks on hand—has caused 
cutbacks at supplier levels, such 
as metal production and process­ 
ing. 


G E N E R A L UNCERTAINTY 
General business uncertainty — 
running all the way from stock 
market nervousness to planning 
for 
spending on 
new 
plant and 
equipment—has taken a toll. Also, 
along this line was uncertainty as 
to what changes would come with 
a new administration. 
Labor chiefs point a finger at 
automation as a cause for un­ 
employment. They say machines 
are 
taking over 
jobs 
that men 
once had. 
Conservatives say all these will 
ciiange— in 
time 
The 
w earner 
will get better, inventories 
will 
give out and have to be replen­ 
ished. automation creates its own 
skills and builds new markets, 
business slackness may 
tie re­ 
versed. All this in due course and 
without government interference. 
But the administration is un­ 
likely to want to wait. We should 
know soon what h proposes to do 
about current pressing problems
